Georgia House Passes 
GI Bill of Rights 


Georgia may have its own “GI 


bill of rights” and a financial cor 


poration to aid returning veterans of World War II. 
The house of representatives yesterday passed unanimously a bill 


to create the Veterans’ Resettlement Corporation as a back-stop 


to 


the federal bill, and, should the bill become law, the state will be in 
position to help make loans up to $4,000 to acceptable applicants.

borrow money for buying farms; 
building homes, establishing busi- 
ness enterprises, and other pur- 
poses, 

The formation of the corpora- 
tion, even though the bill is pass- 
ed by the senate, ,will be left to 
the discretion of the governor, 
who will not bring it into being 
unless it is found necessary for 
the benefit of veterans. 

Should the federal arrange- 
ments, under which loans up to 
$4,000 will be guaranteed to 50 
per cent of the principal, prove 
adequate, there would be no need 
for the state corporation, it was 
pointed out in house debate.

LONDON, Feb. 14.— (4) — 
Manufacture of civilian goods 
in Germany “has now com- 
pletely ceased,” the German 
DNB news agency reported in 
a broadcast tonight. 

“Even everyday necessities 
cannot be produced any 
more,” the radio report stated. 
“Everybody should use old re- 
serves, and materials available 
now must last until the war is

Georgia spends a far greater proportion 
of its revenue on education than most of 


the other 47 states. 


Yet Georgia ranks 44th in the nation on 
the basis of per pupil expenditures. 


Such facets were brought gut most ef- 
fectively here yesterday by Dr. Howard A. 
Dawson, secretary of the Legislative Com- 
mission and director of rural services of 
the National Education Association. 


Dr. Dawson, a native southerner, has 
been aiding considerably in a fight which 
the south must win if it is to send its chil- 
dren out equally qualified, from an educa- 


tional viewpoint, to hold their own in 
competitive fields. 


Federal ‘aid for education—as proposed 
in Congrestman Ramspeck’s bill—is abso- 
lutely esseritial if we are to maintain the 
equality of opportunity which democracy 
holds so depr. 


The fedéral aid bill, from all reports, 
is rapidly géining support both in congress 
and among the public at large.

Analyzing 
Crimea Conference 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill ts en route 

around the world as a member of the American 

Society of Newspaper Editors’ mission in behalf 

of universal news freedom.

From an historical standpoint, the outstanding fact about the 
Crimea conference is that, for the first time in history, the fate 
of “Europe,” in the traditional meaning, has been decided without 
the presence of a single “European” country. The Big Three have 
established themselves, for the first time, political, as Europe’s 
arbiters. While asserting for European countries the right and duty 
of self-government, they also announce the intention of the Big 
Three to supervise and control governmental processes at least in 
emergency cases, 

Also of historical moment is the great role played ‘by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. His hand is to be seen in almost every 
paragraph. This is visible not only in the emphasis implicit every- 
where on collective security, as opposed to spheres of influence, 
but in details regarding Poland, Yugoslavia, and even France. 

The United States ambassador, and the British, as well, as the 
Russian, are to participate in the formation of the government of 
Poland, according to agreed principles. In Yugoslavia guarantees 
for democratization have been laid down. And the security of 
France is not to be left to unilateral French action or French alli- 
ances, but entrusted to collective policy. 

De Gaulle and his followers will not like the procedure which 
has been followed or the conclusions which have been reached. 
A week ago Tuesday, De Gaulle, in a radio speech, made what 
amounted to an ultimatum to the Big Three. 

He has received an ultimatum in return. The phraseology ie 
significant. France is invited to participate as a fourth member 
‘in the occupation of Germany, “if she should so desire.” It is 
well known that she not only so desires but that De Gaulle has 
claimed the right to occupy eventually all western Germany, and 
has demanded the permanent detachment of the Rhine and Ruhr. 
“If she should so desire” can, therefore, only mean “if she accepts 
participation in the framework created by the Big Three.” If not, 
she risks exclusion altogether. 

De Gaulle’s idea of starting with what he can get and demanding 
more and more, is forestalled. This explains the silence of the

Germany 8 Future many seerns provided for in detail. More 
careful study reveals that the most eritical German questions are 
left entirely open. 

What has been settled are only problems relating to military 
occupation. Germany is to be permanently disarmed, de-Nazified, 
and subject to reparations. But the future of the German state 
as such is not clarified. Will Germany be dismembered into several 
states, as advocated by Sumner Welles? Or, will it remain unified? 

There is evidence for either outcome. ' If it were the intention 
not to dismember the Reich, it would have been well to say so for 
reasons of psychological warfare. But the reassurances given the 
Germans carefully avoid any mention of the German state. 

“It is not our purpose,” says the document, “to destroy the 
pooner of Germany. But only when Nazism and militarism have 

n extirpated will there be hope for a decent life for Germans 
and a place for them in the comity of nations.” . Obviously Ger- 
mans, as individuals, cannot join a comity of nations. Were the 
German Reich to remain, as a whole, intact, the passage would 
have read .. ..“Will there be hope for a decent life for Germany 
and a place f@ it in the comity of nations?” 

On the other hand, the ignoring of De Gaulle’s demand for the 
truncation of Germany in the west, and the form of administration 
designed for the military occupation of Germany militate against 
partition. Originally the plan was to have Germany divided for 
division into three or four zones, each to be occupied by a sepa- 
rate army responsible only to its own government. That would 
likely have brought about, de factor, German partition. The Crimea 
plan puts all occupying armies under a central control commission 
of all occupying powers, thus centralizing the administration for 
the whole Reich. 

It would, therefore, seem that the crucial question of the Ger 
man political future has not been settled but awaits the experi- 
ence of the Allies in the moment of surrender and during the occu- 
pation. 


Poland The extent of the compensation to Poland ie also left 

open . or, more importantly, reopened. The Lublin 
government, with the support of Moscow, hitherto has taken it for 
granted that Poland would get everything east of the Oder. The 
Crimea statements promises “substantial accessions of territory in 
the north and west” but leaves the final frontier question.to the 
peace conference. 

Furthermore, the insistence that democratic members of the 
London Polish government, obviously Mikolajczyk and some around 
him should be added to Lublin, bears on this, for Mikolajczyk is 
known to be queasy about taking too much German territory. 

That the Crimea document represents important compromises, 
from all sides, is clear. That may be one reason why De Gaulle, 
who had announced his unwillingness to compromise, could not 
be included. 

How it works out will depend on action. And, of course, there 
is much more to analyze than can be undertaken in one eolumn.,

* ~ It is the story of the war of Abimelech, 
rgne i Israel, against the men of the city of Shechem. Verse 

reads: 

“And Abimelech fought against the city all that day; and he 
took the city, and slew the people that was therein, and beat down 
the city, and sowed it with salt.” 

Sowed it with salt. Presumably for dual purpose, to 
contamination from the dead bodies and to make the lan 
so that nothing would grow thereon. 

Drastic action. But the men of Shechem were evil and it is 
written that this evil “did God render upon their heads.” Abimelech 
was wicked too and he died, in strange and dramatic fashion, which 
you may also read in that same chapter of Judges. 

ft There are, in large areas of Europe today, 
Desolate Cities cities as desolate as was Shechem, after 
Abimelech had sown all the ground with salt. Some of it did 
not deserve this obliteration. Some, beautiful and honored com- 
munities, have been broken and desecrated by the lustful hands 
of men who seek only conquest. 

Today, though, cities of an evil land, Germany, are being 
smashed more, utterly than any ever before. 

Writes Correspondent Roger D. Greene, from the Kleve area 
where the Canadians are fighting: 

“For mile after mile I saw a panorama of destruction that ex- 
ceeded even the hard-hit villages of Normandy... . Systematically 
ripping German towns and villages to tatters on a scale unrivaled 
in more than five years of war in Europe.” 

Never was there a more dramatic demonstration of the truth of 
that ancient saying, “For they have sown the wind, and they shall 


reap the whirlwind.” 

Today, as the cities and the people of Ger- 
Feel No Mercy many feel the awful hand of retribution upon 
them, it is difficult, well-nigh impossible, to find anyone who 
feels ‘sympathy for their plight. 

We all know, too tragically and too well, how the Germans 
instigated all the horrors.of modern warfare. The senseless bomb- 
ing of unprotected cities, the slaughter of refugees, locked like 
sheep upon the roads. 

There is no fantasy of horror the Germans have not perpe- 
trated upon others, when they had the power. Tens of thousands 
of slain “hostages,” millions of victims of the Nazi murder camps, 
millions of driven slave laborers, all silently cry for vengeance. 

Today that vengeance is falling upon the length and the breadth 
of Germany and there is none to voice sympathy, none to feel pity 
for their plight. 

We read that Hitler has ordered Berlin defended even to the 
cost of utter destruction of that once-great city. Mod we feel, if 
Hitler and the Germans are so insane as to carry out that order, 
it will be good to read of the grinding of Berlin, the city symbol 
of the modern lust of conquest, into the dust.

A Gentle, Kindly soul tlest and most kindly of souls. Let 


me quote what he said the other day: 

“If I was Gen, Eisenhower,” said this gentle man, “I would 
give orders, to all Allied forces driving into Germany, that on the 
slightest suspicion that any place harbors a sniper, a booby trap 
or Other danger, that place is to be instantly destroyed, by flame 
thrower, under the tread of tank, by artillery shell, by bomb or 
grenade. It is to be destroyed without regard for any Germans— 
men, women or children—who may thereby be slain. After what 
they have done to others, the lives of countless Germans cannot 
outweigh danger to one American or Allied soldier.” 

German towns and villages, daily, are being reduced to smoking 
heaps of rubble. The places which knew them are now but spots 
of desolation. 

And let not the Japs forget, either, as they put the torch to 
Manila, that the day of their retribution is fast approaching and 
there will be Japanese cities to pay, to the last fragment, for the 
ruin visited by them on Manila and other cities they have profaned.

Running Up 
Cost of Victory 


Mistakes that hurt our war ef- 
fort can’t be corrected tntil they 
are brought to light, and even 
then they can’t be seen if we are 
blinded by partisanship. 

Most of our judgments seem 
biased. We do not see things as 
they are, for the vision of public 
servants and private citizens is 
clouded by political, personal or 
ideological prejudices, If there is 
evidence of a hurtful official blun- 
der, those who like Roosevelt deny 
it as a service to him. One who 
reveals such evidence is regarded 
as an enemy of Roosevelt and 
therefore an enemy of heaven and 


the working man. Those who 
dislike Roosevelt seem to wel- 
come every blunder by minor of- 
ficials as an excuse to criticize 
him, 

It is a childish and shameful 
business in times like these. While 
our boys are dying to wih the 
war, the rest of us should at least 
be big enough not to let our per- 
sonal animosities prolong their 
job or make it tougher, 

Consider the matter of man- 
power. There is an abundance, 
or there is a dangerous shortage, 
depending on the bias of the par- 
tisan who is testifying, and his 
opinion is not based upon ascer- 
tainable facts, but is determined 
by the kind of axe he has to 
grind. | 

WhHatever the facts may be, all 
reasonable persons will agree that 
we should make full use of the 
manpower that is available, and 
there is abundant eyidence that 
we are not doing it. | 

Officials tell us that many men 
are hiding out in France, absent 
without leave, and presumably 
living by theft of Army supplies. 
And investigators tell us that oth- 
er thousands—enough to make

cine, and will have to go back to 
school when the war ends, 

There is waste everywhere, And 
the incompetence of indifference 
or factional jealousy that causes 
or permits it is needlessly mul- 
tiplying the cost of victory, wheth- 
er the cost is measured in money 
or in blood.

ow — just as it has come to be the symbol of Hitler’s certain 
efeat. 

The battle of Waterloo was not decided at the little Belgium 
village bearing that historic name; the decision which sent 
Negonen to a life of exile on the island of St. He was written 
earlier on the plains of Russia. 

Napoleon, in 1812, just as Hitler, in 1941, determined that the 
conquest of Russia was ‘to his plans for the domination 
of Europe. He did so in violation of a treaty he then had with the 
Czar of Russia, just as the Fuehrer did more than a hundred years 
later when he struck without warning across the Soviet boundary, 


Napoleon was the unchallenged master of 
Moscow Blunder Europe at the time, as Hitler was in 1941. 
Russia wanted no war with him and sought to avoid it, just as 
the Soviets wanted no war with Germany and sought to avoid it 
by signing the nonaggression pact with Hitler prior to the present 
European outbreak. 

But the self-made French Emperor sent the cream of his army, 
600,000 men, on the ill-fated expedition to Moscow. some 
26,000 of them survived the winter retreat from the Russian capital. 

After that staggering loss, Napoleon was an easy prey for the 
peoples be had outraged in Europe. Leipsig and 
as a natural consequence. He was never able to overcome the 
losses he suffered in Russia. Had he not been tempted by Moscow, 
historians are agreed that he might have continued his reign for 
years—indefinitely. P 

Much the same is obviously true of Hitler Russia was his first 
great blunder, his colossal mistake. Had he kept away from the 
land of the Soviets, with its vast capacity for swallowing nations, 
8 gpg have held undisputed sway over pe for another decade 
and more. 

He could even have declared war on us, as he did, without us 
being able to do very much about it. Certainly it is that we could 
not very well have afforded to send an invading Army against 
Europe without Russian intervention on the other side. 

We were persuaded to commit ourselves to the sending of some 
2,000,000 men 3,000 miles away for the invasion of France and 
Italy only by virtue of the fact that the Russians had killed or 
were engaging the bulk of the German army on the eastern front, 

If the Germans had not been preoccupied with the Red army, 
there is little chance that the United States or Britain would have 
embarked upon the hazardous undertaking in France. 

Thus, Russia constitutes the great stumbling block of Hitler's, 
just as it was with Napoleon a century ago. men probably 
would have been permitted to extend ir bloody careers in- 
definitely, had they but heeded the warning of history. 

Russia, for countless years, has been invaded and overrun by 
everything from mongrels of the east to the various warlike tribes 
of the west. She has survived every assault.

Some Salary Cut Here’s something to think about in con- 


nection with the job of commissioner of 
baseball (the late Judge Landis’ successor). 

It has to do with money or salary. 

The old men of baseball gathered and cut the salary from 
$65,000. to $50,000. 
about that, inasmuch as 50 gees is quite a tidy 
sum in any language. 

And then, suddenly, I realized that Uncle 
Sam gets a cut. * 

Yes, sir, Uncle Sam gets $23,000 cut on a 
$50,000 salary. 

In other words, the commissioner would 
realize only $27,000 per year in the thoughest 
job in sports 

On top of this, of course, the old men of 
baseball have stripped the commissioner of his 
| chief powers. He can’t act on important mat- 
i ters without their support. 

Would a Farley or a Hoover or any other public figure be in- 
terested in leaving their present positions to become stuffed targets 
for the barbs of the major league directors? Certainly not. 

The minor leagues have no say-so in the election of a new 
commissioner, although the new commissioner will have a 
sayso about the minor leagues.

to Landis, but, no, no; no soap.

It is hard to figure out some of the things that happen in the 
direction of baseball. 
This is really something in the way of discrimination, but noth- 
ing ever happens to change it.

another very pertinent case of discrimination.

Stifling Competition below the Double A’s have been seek- 


ing a change in a rule regarding free agents. 

Any league from Class A-1 down is not permitted to give a 
free agent, who's had professional experience, a bonus to sign a 
contract. Not even a dime. 

And yet, any league above Class A-1 can grab off the 
free agent by offering him any amount of fmoney from a 
dime up. 

Naturally, while the free agent might want to play with 
Atlanta, for instance, he would be tempted to sign with a 
Double-A club for the bonus involved. 

A Double-A chain store club could sign the player and option 
him to one of its smaller minor affiliates. Waivers would be 
asked as a formality. The waivers wouldn’t be taken up once in 
10 years. 

That leaves the independent club high and dry. 

Independent clubs are the backbone of baseball, and yet base- 
ball dpes everything possible to stunt their growth. In fact, base- 
ball goes so far as to use a blunt instrument briskly applied, in a 
figurative sense. 

The only way the independent clubs can get even is to develop 
their own players in a farm system.

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—(#)— 
William Curtis Colepaugh, an 
American whom the prosecution 
called “a double-crossing traitor,” 


and Erich Gimpel, his German ac- 
ecomplice, were convicted today as 
Nazi spies and sentenced to die by 
hanging. 

Without displaying emotion, 
Gimpel—and then Colepaugh— 
stood before a seven-man military 
commission and heard Col. Clinton 
J. Harrold, its president, say: 

“This commission, by a secret 
written ballot, finds you guilty 
upon all three counts, and you are 
hereby sentenced to be hanged by 
the neck until dead.” 

Still silent and showing no signs 
of faltering, Colepaugh and Gim- 
pel were led by their guards from 
the courtroom and taken back to 
the 138-year-old Castle Williams, 
Governor’s island guard house.
